Ho insists that there is 
little or no water iu the luags o' a 
ill-owned person, and that autopsy 
shows this, lie affirms that the epig- 
lottis in such cases closes atuci^ati- 
ca?:;.- upon the windpipe. Hence, the 
firs: thing to do is simply to lay the 
body for a moment on its face and let 
the water drain from the mouth and 
nose. Then turn it over and wrap the 
-whole bcily, except nose and mouth, 
In many cloths, and then pour con- 
stantly upon it water as hot as one's 
hand can bear.

Dr. Lr.ujberi's theory is that tlio 


cessation of r»-jpiration aatl circulation 
is not ncrr-ssarily death at all, but 
simply nature's method of preserving 
life t-n:il the heat needed to warm the 
h!ec:l and stimulate the nerve centres 
can be supplied from without. It is 
better fl::i: cold blood should not cir- 
culate. And this state, when there is 
no paralysis from fright or &hock, and 
there was robust health, may persist 
for a long time. 


However this may be. the method 


suggested has one great merit. It is 
not exclusive. Those who have more 
faith in other methods may try them 
and if they fail may resort to this. 


And the bare possibility that these 


things are so should command for 
them thoughtful consideration and tfce 
Widest publication.

someness cannot 
be doubted, and 


served tastefully it certainly presents 
an inviting appearance on the table. 


The commonest methods of its hand- 


ling in preparation for retail sale are 
faulty in the extreme. 
Its freshness. 


firmness and flavor are deteriorated 
by the ice as generally used in pack- 
ing, which hastens decay tte moist- 
ure favoring the development of pu- 
trefaction. The pressing of the fish 
in close packing softens the muscles 
and induces putrefaction of the flesh. 
The melting of the ice quickly con- 
taminates fish packed in unclean bar- 
rels and boxes. 


Careful scientific investigations at 


the Biological laboratory of the Unit- 
ed States fish commission at Wood's 
Hole for the purpose of ascertaining 
to what degree fish are spoiled by 
carelessness, filth and bad packing 
demonstrate: 


That putrefaction takes place more 


rapidly if the entrails are 
not 
re- 


moved. 


That moisture hastens decay. 
That free access of air retards pu- 


trefaction. 


That if the head and intestines are 


removed and the 
blood completely 


drained by suspension by the tail the 
fish will remain sweet for a consider- 
able time without ice. In all cases 
bruising or rupture of the muscular 
tissue must be avoided by 
careful 


handling. And that the utmost care 
in handling pays well is illustrated 
by the well-known fact that certain 
shipments of shad from North Caro- 
lina bring from 25 to 40 percent more 
than other shad from the same local- 
ity. 


In devising- methods for mitigating 


the evils mentioned experiments were 
made with various solutions in order 
to determine how best to retard pu- 
trefaction. One only proved entirely 
satisfactory. It was a. 3 percent solu- 
tion of boric acid in sea water, which 
is not a. preservative, but used sim- 
ply as an agent of cleanliness. The 
abdominal cavity — entrails, of course. 
removed — is washed with a. sponge 
dipped in the solution. As a. proof 
of its efficacy it is said that 24 sque- 
teague (weak-fish), which is a nsh 
quickly deteriorating after 
capture.

cloudy,

weather, with temperature from 74 
to 84 degrees, and 24 hours afterward 
were found to be without odor, eyes 
clear, and so firm and hard that a- 
native fisherman could not easily be 
convinced that they had been kept 
24 hours without ice.

with Singapore. A railway is now in 
course of construction across the isl- 
and of Singapore to a point exactly 
opposite the town of Johore. This 
railway will be open to traffic next 
June.

SHOOTING BUTTERFLIES. 


Specimens iriiicli Cam Oiilr tie Circum- 


vented with Shot. 


In the forests of northern Austra- 


lia lives a butterfly which is always 
hunted with powder and shot. This 
is a hrilliant-hued creature, highly 
valued by collectors. It is very shy, 
and hovers about the upper branches 
of the trees, seldom approaching with- 
in 20 feet of the ground. 


For a long time the only specimens 


in collections were the frayed and be- 
draggled individuals which, because 
of injuries to their wings, had dropped 
below their zone of flight. 


A traveling American naturalist 


went to Australia determined to get 
some perfect specimens of this rare 
insect. For several days he strove 
with long nets and short nets to en- 
trap some of the beautiful creatures 
of the upper air. He raised ladders 
and climbed trees at the peril of life 
and limb, but the wary butterflies kept 
beyond the range of his swooping net. 
Yankee ingenuity was not to be beat- 
en so easily, however. The entomolo- 
gist hit upon the brilliant idea, of a 
decoy. 


Loading his gun with the smallest 


shot he had. he brought down one of 
the high flyers. It was badly battered, 
but he patched and furbished it up 
to an appearance of respectability, and 
spread it on a bush top in a conspic- 
uous spot 10 feet above the 
ground, 


arranging the wings with as close a 
resemblance to life as possible. 


Curiosity is a besetting failing of 


butterflies. 
Presently two of them 


noticed their departed comrade, and 
began to circle lower, and lower above 
the bush. Others joined the investi- 
gation, and finally the patient collector 
was able to capture one of them by 
a swift movement. This sent the oth- 
ers soaring away in alarm, but in a 
few moments the}- were back again, 
and before the day was over the nat- 
uralist's ingenuity was rewarded by 
the capture of half a dozen perfect 
specimens, which afterward became 
the property of various scientific mu- 
seums. Since then this has been the 
recognized method of taking that spe- 
cies of insect. 


Somewhat similar "was the capture 


of some rare South American butter- 
flies several years ago. An entomolo- 
gist, traveling on the Orinoco, failed, 
after many attempts, to take a single 
specimen of a swallowtail butterfly, 
which haunted the upper foliage of 
the forest 
One day his party came 


across a band of half savage natives, 
armed 
with blowguns, gows 
and 


spears, one of whom offered to supply 
the collector with a number of the de- 
sired insects at a price. 


An offer of 25 cents a specimen rep- 


resented opulence to the native, who 
returned on the following evening 
with six of the butterflies—all perfect 
or nearly so. How the Indian could 
catch the shy and delicate insect, 
whihc he himself with all the imple- 
ments of the chase could not capture, 
was a problem to the traveler. 


Not until he was about to leave 


would the native explain. His method 
was very simple, he said, and pointed 
to his blowgun. a weapon with which 
these people are marvelously accurate 
and deadly marksmen, even killing 
big girne with darts blown from them. 
He had "marked'down" his butterfly, 
waited for it to alight and then shot 
a pellez to the leaf upon which it was 
poising. The impact was sufficient lo 
stun the prey and bring it to the 
ground -without injuring its 
fragile 


wings.—Youth's Companion.
